JERUSALEM, Jordan Sector 
(AP) — As Easter pilgrims 
shivered in snowy Jerusalem, 
Italians favoring birth control 
and divorce demonstrated in St. 
Peter’s Square and Pope Paul 
VI urged the world Sunday to 
hope despite “ menacing and 
gigantic problems.1” 
Jerusalem’s Easter weather 
was the worst in memory, and it 
kept all but about 500 of the 
thousands of pilgrims in the 
Holy City away from prayers at 
the marble tomb of Christ. The 
first snow on the holiday In 
decades led some pilgrims to 
exchange 
“ Merry 
Christ- 
masses” 
instead of “ Happy 
Easter.” 
The annual Easter procession 
moved through slushy streets, 
and 
sunrise 
services were 
moved indoors. 
Before nearly 250,000 persons 
Jammed into St. Peter’s Square 
in Rome, Pope Paul said that 
his own Joy on the festive day of 
Christ’s 
resurrection 
was 
dimmed by the world’s troubles. 
But he urged men not to let 
their minds be saddened “at the 
futility of efforts towards good, 
at the growing powers of dark­ 
ness.” 
The Pope said he believed it 


was time for the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church to take up social 
problems again and announced 
the publication Tuesday of an 
encyclical on social justice and 
an end to poverty and hunger.It 
will be the fifth encyclical of the 
Pope's 3V2-year reign. 
Pope Paul began the day by 
celebrating Mass in a poor sub­ 
urb of Rome. In white vest­ 
ments and a mitre, he also cele­ 
brated Mass on the steps of St. 
Peter’s before giving his Easter 
message to the throng in the 
square. 
The Pope touched on the Viet­ 
nam war and religious restric­ 
tions in Communist nations and 
elsewhere. 
As the pontiff appeared to 
speak, about 30 persons near the 
front of the crowd unveiled ban­ 
ners reading, “fewer children, 
less famine,” “ yes to the pill, 
and “five million Italians want 
a family without hypocrisy and 
cruelty.”

Lyndon B. Johnson played down crime as an 
issue in 1964, but two years ago he created a 
blue-ribbon Commission on Law Enforcement 
and Administration of Justice. 
On its recom­ 
mendations the President based his program 
for crime prevention which he sent to Congress 
last Feb. 6. The measure, on which Senate and 
House hearings already have begun, anticipates 
federal grants in the next two years of $350 
~ million to help finance state and local crime 
:programs. 
• National attention is now focused on a series 
of Supreme Court decisions setting forth the 
rights of persons accused of crime. The most 
: recent and most hotly debated ruling of the 
series was handed down June 13, 1966 in Mi­ 
randa v. Arizona. 
To avoid violation of the 
" Fifth Amendment privilege, the court stated: 
“ Prior to any questioning, the person must 
be warned that he has a right to remain silent, 
that any statement he does make may be used 
ras evidence against him, and that he has a right 
to the presence of an attorney.”

If the itinerary for this senti­ 
mental journey can be com­ 
pleted (the boys on Broadway 
now call Adam Powell one of 
America’s strongest 
box of­ 
fice appeals) there certainly 
would be a stand in this capital. 
Certainly he'll be back with 
his Congressional credentials 
after the April 11th Election 
Day - much to the delight of 
some of those who voted to 
oust him but now want his vote, 
his support, his rapier tongue 
in a battle he once won for them. 
This was a fight to stop labor 
from getting what it has wanted 
most from Congress for exactly 
20 years — repeal of the ban on 
common situs picketing. The 
law now prevents building and 
eon st ruction 
unions 
from 
picketing a big construction site 
on which many contractors are 
operating 
at the same time. 
Thus the plumbers, In a dispute 
with a single contractor re­ 
vamping Pad 34 of the Florida 
moonport, now cannot picket the 
space base since this might shut 
down the other contractors as 
well. 
To understand how vital this 
is to the labor movement It must 
be realized that the $96 billion 
building and construction busi­ 
ness is the nation's largest in­ 
dustry. 
And the AFL-CIO construc­ 
tion union 
bloc - 3,500,000 
strong •• is the most influential 
force inside labor. 
The ban 00 this sort of sec­ 
ondary picketing began in the 
Taft - Hartley law of 1947. 
In 20 year# four presidents - 
Messrs. Truman, Eisenhower, 
Kennedy and Johnson - have 
backed labor’s repeal drive. 
In this past 89th Congress, la­ 


bor was about to win. The re­ 
pealer was passed through by 
the House Rules Committee then 
chaired by "Judge ” Howard 
Smith of Virginia, hardly one of 
labor’s bosom buddies. But to 
get to the floor the bill had to 
be handed in by the irascible 
Rev. Powell, then chairman of 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee. 
Instead, he bottled it up. 
He charged there just were 
not enough Negro workers in the 
building and construction un­ 
ions. 
He was in the political pres­ 
sure cooker — but he took the 
heat. The bill died. Many be­ 
lieve that’s where the revolt 
started which led Adam to self­ 
exile on his own carefully se­ 
lected Devil’s Island. 
Now labor again is battling 
for what it claims is the same 
right to picket enjoyed by all 
other unions 
In other fields. 
The new repeal bill is HR 100, 
Introduced by labor’s 
good 
friend, 
Congressman Frank 
Thompson, D-N.J . 
Hearings on the bill to per­ 
mit common situs picketing are 
scheduled to start before the 
labor subcommittee during the 
first week in April. 
At the executive council ses­ 
sion of the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades Department in 
Bal Harbour, Fla., last month 
its ace lobbyist Walter Mason 
told his colleagues, "I believe 
we have the votes on both sides 
of the aisle which will pass a 
situs picketing bill." 
That’s undoubtedly true 
— 
now. 
Adam has aggravated lota of 
people. 
But he still has his 
friends In the House or Sen­ 
ate - to which the repeal bill 
must go, of course, If it passes 
the House. 
If Adam does hit the hustings, 
his voice will be heard through­ 
out the land - and It won’t ex­ 
actly have the tone of the turtle. 
Adam Powell will be orating as 
a layman and preaching as a 
reverend. He will be hitting such 
cities 
as Cleveland just as 
the 
construction controversy 
heats up. 
The hearings will run 
into April after the opening 
testimony, probably 
Labor 
Secretary Willard Wirtz. And 
Adam Clayton Powell will be 
back in Congress then -- if he 
wants to take his seat. 
And silence is not exactly 
his specialty. And he would have 
the biggest stage of all — the 
House. 
So labor isn’t over the hurdle 
yet.

In Japan tea leaves are made 
into a soup, in Siam, it is chewed 
with salt, in Burma it is pick- 
led and served as a salad and 
in Russia, tea is flavored with 
mutton fat. America and Cana­ 
da are the only countries that 
care for Iced tea. 
The trees are on evergreens 
that grows best in the tropical 
climates of Ceylon and Java. 
They will grow in colder cli­ 
mates such as China or Japan 
but they are not as productive. 
Tea plants will grow as tall 
as a good sized tree but they 
are kept pruned to a height of 
about three feet. 
A good tea 
bush will yield after 10 years 
only a quarter of a pound of 
tea in a year. 
Only the bud 
and first two leaves of 
each 
branch is used for the finest 
tea. A Ceylonese woman, using 
both hands, can pick 60 pounds 
of tea in a day. 
When the processed tea leaves 
arrive in the United States they 
must be examined and graded 
by government inspectors be­ 
fore they are released to the 
American companies. 
After the tea is received at 
the American manufacturers it 
is again tested. Each company 
employs “tea tasters'” that wlU 
hlend the various teas until they 
have the best flavor. 
An ex­ 
pert “ tea taster” can tell hun­ 
dreds of teas apart by tasting 
them. He can tell which teas 
are mixed in every blend and 
where each was grown. After 
deciding on a blend the recipe 
is kept secret. 
For best results in brewing 
tea; 
Measure one teaspoon erf tea 
or one tea bag for each cup 
of tea. 
Pour the boiling water 
over the tea and let it steep 
or stand for three minutes - 
five minutes for stronger tea. 
Drink the tea hot or let it cool 
and add ice. 
Do not boil tea - 
it will be bitter and lose its 
true flavor.

Club Opposes 


Turnpike Bill 


ST. LOUIS - Senate bill 2, 
calling for establishment of 
a turnpike authority in Mis­ 
souri, does not meet the quali­ 
fications for a toll road law 
as required by Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes in his message to 
the 74th general assembly, ac­ 
cording to the Automobile Club 
o| Missouri. 
In that address Jan. 4, 1967, 
the Governor said: 
“I recommend to this general 
assembly that legislation 
be 
enacted to authorize the estab­ 
lishment of turnpikes and to 
place the economic burden of 
construction and maintenance 
directly upon those who use 
them and benefit by them.” 
In an appearance before the 
house roads and highways com­ 
mittee in Jefferson City, 
the 
Auto Club charged that: Senate 
bill 2, in its present form, does 
not fulfill those requirements 
because under the 
leasing 
provisions in this bill, gaso- 
line tax and other highway user 


revenues paid by motorists who 
may never use a toll road, can 
be used to subsidize the toll 
facility.” 
The Auto Club said it recog­ 
nizes the increasing highway 
needs in the state but added 
that there has been no evidence 
presented that toll roads are 
the best solution to 
current 
highway needs because 
no 
study has been made of alter­ 
natives to the toll road method. 
Senate bill 170 provides for a 
state tax study commission to 
study all fiscal operations of 
the state. The Auto Club pointed 
out that this could include 
a 
study of methods of financing 
highway construction. 
The AAA noted that Missouri 
maintains 32,000 miles of state 
highways, compared with only 
16,000 in Illinois and 15,000 
in New York. It was suggested 
by the Auto Club that a study 
should be made to determine 
why Missouri maintains such 
a 
disproportionately 
high 
amount of state highways on the 
lowest gasoline tax rate in the 
United States. In fact, the Auto 
Club called for a thorough 
study to be made of the entire 
highway structure before any 
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from ages 18 and over. Pre­ 
pare now for U.S. Civil Ser­ 
vice job openings during the 
next 12 months.

precipitant action is taken to 
disturb the present Missouri 
highway system. 
The provision in senate bill 2 
that the Turnpike Authority can 
lease a toll road to the state 
highway 
commission 
con­ 
stitutes a procedure whereby 
highway user funds can be used 
to pay principal and interest 
on toll road bonds. 
“ This,” 
said the Auto club, “ is con­ 
trary to the intent of the Mis­ 
souri Constitution. Under this 
arrangement, the 
turnpike 
authority is, in effect, being 
given authority to make high­ 
way user funds available to build 
toll roads anywhere in 
the 
state.” 
“ It is a basic 
principle,” 
said 
the Auto club, 
“that 
leases should be negotiated at 
arms length for the protection 
of the public. 
This is im­ 
possible under Senate Bill No. 
2 because negotiations on such 
a lease would be fiction, since 
the Highway Commission would 
also comprise the turnpike au­ 
thority, putting the 
Highway 
Commission in the position of 
being both landlord and tenant.” 
“ There is no justification,” 
charged the Auto club, “ for 
a Turnpike Authority to be given 
the power to set speed limits 
20 per cent higher than those 
existing on the free 
state 
highway system. Traffic cannot 
safely move at speeds 20 per 
cent higher on toll roads if 
those roadways are built to the 
same design standards as inter­ 
state highways which have 
a 
design speed of 70 miles per 
hour. 
The best evidence of 
this is found in statistics re­ 
cently released by the Inter­ 
national Bridge and Tunnel As­ 
sociation. According to their 
figures, the Kansas Turnpike, 
with an 80 mile-per-hour speed 
limit has a fatality rate of 9.7 
persons killed per 100 million 
miles of travel, over 3 times 
greater 
than 
the 
national 
average of 2.8 for all turnpikes. 
Nor is there any justification 
for the provision permitting 
unlimited vehicle weights and 
dimensions on a toll road.”

Interstate 
Theft Ring 


CARUTHERSVILL E - 
Tne 
recovery of vehicles and $7,. 
500 worth of farm chemic^ 
in the Bootheel during the past 
two weeks has led to a probe 
by state and federal law au­ 
thorities into 
the possibility 
of an area link with an inter­ 
state theft ring which origin­ 
ated in Texas. 
According to Sgt. Jeff M. 
Hickman of Hayti, 
who 
is 
representing the State Highway 
Patrol in the investigation, in­ 
formers in Texas spurred 
a 
Ranger, a Deputy Sheriff and

Tex., area to come to Pemiscot 
County about two weeks ago to 
search for cars and 
other 
items stolen in several coun­ 
ties in Texas. 
As of this date Sergeant Hick- 
men states, the state and fed­ 
eral agents have recovered a 
1966 
Ford, three semi-trail­ 
ers, three pick - up trucks which 
are 1965 and 1966 motel Chev- 
rolets and th< $7,500 worth of 
Treflan, all of which 
have 
definitely been identified 
as 
part of the stolen Texas loot. 
Questioned as to who had :he 
stolen 
items 
in their pos­ 
session, Sgt. Hickman replied 
that some 
of the recovered 
goods were found abandoned 
and the remainder 
were in 
the hands of individuals who 
willingly 
surrendered them, 
reporting that they had bought 
them from persons and were 
not aware that they had stolen 


goods. 
Most of the items, except for 
a portion of the chemical were 
recovered 
in and around Ca- 
ruthersvUle in Pemiscot Coun­ 
ty. Some of the chemical was 
located in the possession of a 
Dunklin county man, according 
to Captain E. F. Dampf of the 
headquarters office of the High­ 
way Patrol at Poplar Bluff. 
A great many rumors

Hart Heads 


M.U. Section 


COLUMBIA — Dr. 
William 
M. Hart has been appointed pro­ 
fessor of surgery and head of 
the section of ophthalmology at 
the University of Missouri med­ 
ical center. He assumed duties 
March 1, succeeding Dr. Carl 
H. Ide, who has been acting chief 
of the section. 
Dr. Hart came from Bethesda, 
Md., where he had been direc­ 
tor of the Eye Research Foun­ 
dation of Bethesda, a private 
institution affiliated with the 
University of Maryland. He will 
continue on the board of trus­ 
tees of the foundation. 
He has also served as a re­ 
search consultant to the federal 
aviation agency; a member of 
the committee on vision, Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences, Na­ 
tional Research Council; and a 
member of the program-pro- 
ject committee of the National 
Institute 
of General Medical 
Sciences. 
A native of St. Clair county, 
Dr. Hart received his Bachelor 
of Arts degree from Southeast 
M issouri State College at Cape 
Girardeau; 
and Master 
of 
Science degree from the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa; a Doctor of 
Philosophy degree at the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota as 
a 
Mayo Foundation 
Fellow in 
physiology; and his Doctor of 
Medicine degree at 
Temple 
University, Philadelphia. 
He remained at Temple as a 
research associate professor of 
ophthalmology from 1949 to 1952 
and then served a year as chief 
of the branch of ophthalmology 
at the National Institute 
of 
Neurological Diseases 
and 
Blindness. 
Between 1954 and 1964 he was 
clinical associate professor of 
ophthalmology and a 
special 
lecturer 
in 
physiology at 
Georgetown University 
while 
he was in private practice. 
Dr. Hart was named a diplo- 
mate of the American Board of 
Ophthalmology in 1952. He is 
also a member of a number of 
medical societies and is listed 
in Who’s 
Who in America, 
American Men of 
Medicine, 
Leaders in American Science, 
and American Men of Science. 


Dr. and Mrs. Hart have four 
children, two married daugh­ 
ters, a son in medical school 
at the University of Maryland, 
and a daughter attending Grin- 
nell College. 
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COLUMBIA, Mo., — Ozark 
fishermen have known for years 
what scientists are just now dis­ 
covering: a substance found in 
the green hulls of black wal­ 
nuts has immobilizing qualities. 
For generations, crafty Mis­ 
souri anglers have put bags of 
the walnut hulls in streams and 
ponds to stun temporarily the 
fish, which then float to the top 
and are easily caught. 
Now 
pharmacologists at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri Medical Cen­ 
ter in Columbia have succeeded 
in isolating the element that acts 
as a mild sedative. 
Umesh C. Bhargava, an Indian 
student who Is a 
Doctor of 
Philosophy 
candidate, 
con­ 
tinued 
investigations begun 
some time ago by the chair­ 
man of the department of phar­ 
macology, Dr. B. A. Westfall. 
After considerable study, Bhar­ 
gava was able to identify the 
mystery element. It is ellagic 
acid, which is common to many 
plants. It has been found, also, 
in hulls of cashew nuts, in guava 
fruit, beer, cognac spirits, and 
in small amounts 
in 
some 
French and German wines. 
Bhargava has found that re- 
research animals react to the 
compound much as the fish do to 
the walnut hulls. When injected 
into mice, the ellagic acid pro­ 
duces sedation and musuclar in­ 
coordination.

committed by Hoffa and Powell. 
The two men long seemed to 
be above the law or any form 
of corrective action. For three 
years, Jimmy Hoffa stalled the 
processes of justice. He used 
every conceivable delaying tac­ 
tic to prevent paying his debt 
to society. As for Powell, he 
mocked the law, the Congress 
and the people of the United 
States. It is crystal clear that 
he acted on the assumption that 
he could not be brought to ac­ 
count, that he was a one-man 
privileged sanctuary.

But the situation of both of­ 
fenders against society is «Rich 
that the public can't be entirely 
happy. 
Hoffa is no longer in 
the head office of the Teamsters 
Union, but he still exerts power 
from a prison cell. The Team­ 
sters 
evidence no shame at 
Hoffa’s conviction. Nor is there 
any evidence that Hoffa-style 
rule of a union is about to dis­ 
appear. It is not only Hoffa the 
man who needs to be removed 
from circulation but the Hoffa 
philosophy of unionsim. 
The 
unions have yet to experience 
real democracy. 
Union mem­ 
bers still are in th*> trip of 
powerful 
and 
ruthless union 
bosses who are true overlords. 
Powell’s will also continues 
to be manifested in his home 
district. 
James 
Meredith's 
hasty retirement from the field 
against Powell is evidence of the 
remaining power of the preach­ 
er-politician-playboy. No one 
may ever know the extent of the 
pressures -- even threats — 
directed against Meredith whe.^ 
he sought to run against Pow­ 
ell. 
As one writer has said, 
Harlem will have a "Russian 
election" and Powell will be re­ 
elected.

opportunists, 
catering 
to the mobs, gained enormous 
power. They helped bring to an 
end one of the finest govern­ 
ments in history. Hoffa 
and 
Powell likewise represent per­ 
nicious 
influences in Ameri­ 
can life. They stand for things 
which are utterly incompatible 
with free republican 
govern­ 
ment. 
Demagogy is a disease 
of free states, and cannot be 
tolerated. 
As in the case of 
many diseases, 
a permanet 
cure Involves as much reedu­ 
cation as medication.

Willis Conner of 
Dexter and was seconded by 
Paul Baumgardner, assistant to 
the 
mayor of Poplar Bluff 
There were no dissenting votes. 
One of the three speakers dur­ 
ing the program had outlined the 
bill to the group. 
J. T. Bell, executive director 
of 
the 
Missouri Municipal 
League, said the 
original bill 
on collective bargaining had 
passed the 
Legislature 
two 
years ago. 
It put into law that 
cities may bargain collectively 
with unions. 
If the bill now before the Leg­ 
islature is passed, it will make 
collective bargaining between 
cities and unions 
mandatory, 
he stated. 
This 
could 
lead to some 
troublesome times for 
some 
cities and their officials, Mr. 
Bell pointed out. The bill was 
heard in the Senate March 14 
and is now on the third reading 
calendar. 
Bell said the bill had passed 
the House heavily and that the 
Municipal League hasn't been 
able to do much about slowing 
it down. 
After the 
resolution 
was 
passed opposing the bill, mem­ 
bers of the organization were 
urged to contact their senators 
immediately to tell them of 
their views on the issue. 
It was brought out that the 
league is not against organized 
labor, but wants it kept out of 
municipal government.

JEFFERSON CITY' (AP) —

American farm er with decent 
prices and a decent income,” 
was advanced today by Senator 
Edward V. Long, D-Mo. 
He said the present farm pro­ 
gram had worked "pretty well” 
but added: 
"W e have still not achieved 
the most important goal: parity 
of income for the family farm ­ 
e r. 
Farm prices are down 
again. Farm costs continue to 
rise. The farm er is caught in 
the

with

and 
pushes from the consumer, the 
processor, 
the 
supermarket 
chains and the Federal budg­ 
et.” 
The senator spoke at the an­ 
nual 
meeting of the Central 
Electric Cooperative. 
With 
surpluses 
down, 
we 
must make new efforts to find 
a balance between surpluses 
and shortages,” he said. "We 
simply must not perm it the 
farm er 
to be exploited. He 
must have insurance against a 
drought this year or next year. 
Reserves would guarantee our 
nation's security against the 
dangers of not enough food. Re­ 
serves would make sure that 
the 
consumer 
costs do not 
fluctuate too widely.” 
Senator Long said the future 
of rural Missouri depends a 
great deal on whether Congress 
votes to establish the Rural 
Electric Bank, a system to in­ 
sure that cooperatives will have 
enough money available for ex­ 
pansion. 
"In Missouri alone, our rural 
electric coops are going to have 


to produce 1.8 billion kilowatt 
hours by 1971,” he said. "T his 
is 1-billion hours more than we 
produced last year. By 1980, 
just 13 years from now, Missou­ 
ri farm ers and rural residents 
will require two and a half 
tim es more kilowatt hours than 
rural electric coops are now 
able to produce.” 
He said the cooperatives are 
going to need 10 to 15 billion 
dollars in loan funds in another 
15 years. He added that there 
are too many demands on the 
taxpayer's dollar to afford this 
billions of dollars increase for 
rural electrification.

JERUSALEM, Jordan Sector 
(AP) — As Easter pilgrims 
shivered in snowy Jerusalem, 
Italians favoring birth control 
and divorce demonstrated in St. 
Peter's Square and Pope Paul 
VI urged the world Sunday to 
hope despite “ menacing and 
gigantic problems.” 
Jerusalem's Easter weather 
was the worst in memory, and it 
kept all but about 500 of the 
thousands of pilgrims in the 
Holy City away from prayers at 
the marble tomb of Christ. The 
first snow on the holiday in 
decades led some pilgrims to 
exchange 
“ Merry 
Christ- 
masses” 
instead of “ Happy 
Easter.” 
The annual Easter procession 
moved through slushy streets, 
and 
sunrise 
services were 
moved Indoors. 
Before nearly 250,000 persons 
jammed into St. Peter's Square 
In Rome, Pope Paul said that 
his own joy on the festive day of 
Christ's 
resurrection 
was 
dimmed by the world's troubles. 
But he urged men not to let 
their minds be saddened “at the 
futility of efforts towards good, 
at the growing powers of dark­ 
ness.” 
The Pope said he believed it 


was time for the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church to take up social 
problems again and announced 
the publication Tuesday of an 
encyclical on social justice and 
an end to poverty and hunger.It 
will be the fifth encyclical of the 
Pope's 3V2-year reign. 
Pope Paul began the day by 
celebrating Mass in a poor sub­ 
urb of Rome. In white vest­ 
ments and a mitre, he also cele­ 
brated Mass on the steps of St. 
Peter's before giving his Easter 
message to the throng in the 
square. 
The Pope touched on the Viet­ 
nam war and religious restric­ 
tions in Communist nations and 
elsewhere. 
As the pontiff appeared to 
speak, about 30 persons near the 
front of the crowd unveiled ban­ 
ners reading, “ fewer children, 
less famine,** “ yes to the pill, 
and “five million Italians want 
a family without hypocrisy and 
cruelty.”

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
WHAT TO DO ABOUT CRIME 
The first National Conference on Crime Con- 
tro, a two-day meeting, opens in Washington on 
Tuesday (March 28.) 
Crime over the past few years has acquired 
great political glamour. 
Mayors, governors, 
President Johnson himself are making much 
of the public worry over robbery, rape and mur­ 
der. 
Gov. Kirk of Florida has a private army against 
crime, and several other governors are leaning 
in that direction. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York City on March 8 promised that “the 
top priority of my administration this 
year 
has been given to the war against crime.” 
Barry Goldwater early in the 1964 campaign 
found out that crime was about as dependable - 
and safe - a campaign issue as sin and mother­ 
hood. 
He rang all the organ stops on “crime 
in the streets.” 
Lyndon B. Johnson played down crime as an 
issue in 1964, but two years ago he created a 
blue-ribbon Commission on Law Enforcement 
and Administration of Justice. 
On its recom­ 
mendations the President based his program 
for crime prevention which he sent to Congress 
last Feb. 6. The measure, on which Senate and 
House hearings already have begun, anticipates 
federal grants in the next two years of $350 
million to help finance state and local crime 
programs. 
National attention is now focused on a series 
of Supreme Court decisions setting forth the 
rights of persons accused of crime. The most 
recent and most hotly debated ruling of the 
series was handed down June 13, 1966 in Mi­ 
randa v. Arizona. 
To avoid violation of the 
Fifth Amendment privilege, the court stated: 
“ Prior to any questioning, the person must 
be warned that he has a right to remain silent, 
that any statement he does make may be used 
- as evidence against him, and that he has a right 
to the presence of an attorney.” 
Police Commissioner Howard R. Leary 
of 
New York City on March 18 said recent court 
rulings designed to protect the rights of de­ 
fendants were “restricting” the police. At­ 
torney Gen. Ramsey Clark, however, had told 
j a House Judiciary subcommittee on March 15: 
§“ I don’t think court rules cause crimes. It’s

Prestdent to let them close 
shipping into Haiphong, which 
they state has been used by the 
Russians and smaller Com­ 
munist countries to unload mod­ 
ern artillery and rockets.

The Chinese have been 
pressuring Ho Chi Minh to con­

the war. The Russians 
have been pressuring him to end 
it. 
The President has been fully 
aware of the fact that Russian 
arms were entering Haiphong, 
and has discussed this with both 
Foreign Minister Gromyko and 
Soviet Ambassador 
Dobrynin. 
They have argued that if they 
are to have any influence with 
the North Vietnamese, Moscow 
must give military aid. John­ 
son 
has gone along with this, 
and is further convinced that 
Premier Kosygin, when he met 
with Prime Minister 
Harold 
Wilson in London, did his best 
to persuade Ho Chi Minh to sit 
down 
at the conference table. 
Johnson was on the transatlan­ 
tic telephone every day with 
Wilson, knew all the details of 
the communications with Hanoi. 
Actually, Kosygin remained in 
London an extra day, hoping to 
get favorable word from Ho. 
But Chinese 
influence 
ap­ 
parently 
outweighed Russian 
Influence. 
So the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
are now telling the President 
that, since his strategy didn’t 
work, they should be permitted 
to mine Haiphong Harbor.

By this time, the 
pile - up of sell orders had 
knocked the stock down eight 
points and Glen Alden Corpora­ 
tion quickly moved in and pur­ 
chased 200,000 shares at the 
low price. 
Next morning, when the fi­ 
nancial world learned t.iat the 
Schenley - Lorillard merger 
was still in the works, the 
stock bounced back up. Glen Al­ 
den sold out for a cool $2,- 
100,000 profit.

CITIZEN SOLDIERS 
The 40th annual convention of 
the Reserve Officers Associa­ 
tion this month highlights the 
fact that the whole structure of 
our military 
reserve organi­ 
zation has been distrupted in re - 
cent months by Defense Secre­ 
tary McNamara. The outstand­ 
ing example was his deactiva­ 
tion last December of some 750 
organized Army Reserve units, 
including all six 
combat di­ 
visions. This was done while 
Congress was out of session 
and after the Senate Committee 
on Armed Forces had unani­ 
mously opposed such a move. 
The 
Defense 
S e c r e t a r y 
claimed that there was “ no mil­ 
itary requirement” for any of 
the abolished units. However, 
in subsequent hearings by the 
Senate 
Committee, military 
witnesses acknowledged 
that 
among those abolished were a 
“ number of units of the exact 
type listed on the requests of 
General 
Westmoreland 
for 
Vietnam, and which the Active 
Army 
had been and in some 
cases is unable to supply with- 
ing the time frame required.” 
It appears that Mr. McNamara 
wants to maintain a sizeable 
force of trained reservists. But 
for some reason 
he doesn't 
want organized reserve units, 
evidently preferring to call up 
individual reservists 
to aug­ 
ment the regulars. Yet mili­ 
tary 
experience has demon­ 
strated that being a part of an 
established unit is a great fac­ 
tor in soldier morale, as well 
as combat team efficiency. That 
was one of the primary rea­ 
sons Congress established or­ 
ganized reserve 
units in the 
first place. 
Possibly part of the problem 
stems from the Defense Sec­ 
retary’s own lack of military 
training or experience. 
The 
famed General Von Clausewitz, 
in his classic treatise “ On 
War” noted that theorists 
are 
inclined “ to look upon combat 
as purely a trial of strength or 
numbers, being unable to com­ 
prehend 
non-physical factors 
as morale and esprit d’corps.” 
Certainly it is a “ war of num- 


bers” which the Defense Sec­ 
retary and his fellow theorists 
have been conducting in Viet­ 
nam. 
Perhaps they, and their 
computers, find it much sim­ 
pler to call up Individuals from 
the reserve or by draft than it 
•would be to maneuver organized 
reserve units. 
We hope that 
Reserve Offi­ 
cers Convention in New York 
will initiate some action to help 
Congress make some correc­ 
tions. 
Being “ citizen - sol­ 
diers,” reservists are some­ 
times better able to do some­ 
thing about mismanagement (or 
whatever) by politically 
ap­ 
pointed civilians in the Defense 
Department than can the Army 
regulars.

END OF THE “ GREAT 
SOCIETY” 
It has been reported 
that 
President Johnson has decided 
to drop the term “ Great So­ 
ciety” to describe his 
pro­ 
grams for expanding the powers 
and spending of the 
federal 
government. The accuracy of 
these reports is suggested by 
the omission of any reference 
to the “ Great Society” in the 
President's 
1967 State of the 
Union message. 
Essentially the same pro­ 
grams to which President John­ 
son gave the “ Great Society” 
label 
had previously borne 
three other labels: New Deal, 
Fair Deal and New Frontier. 
President Eisenhower did not 
give them a label, 
but con­ 
tinued most of them neverthe­ 
less. The names have changed, 
but the drive which they de­ 
scribe has not.

Each of the four specific slo­ 
gans used to make this push for 
power sound appealing to the 
voters has been associated with 
an individual President. 
No 
President has used more than 
one of them. So it marks a 
change for President Johnson to 
abandon his particular slogan 
and look for a new one.

most appealing slogans are no 
longer so useful in selling a 
shoddy and dangerous product. 
In any case it is evident that 
the “ Great Society” slogan 
had become more a liability 
than an asset to the President.

Washington. D. C.: - Up on 
the Hill they're beginning to 
dust off old, discarded signs 
which read; “ Never Aggravate 
Adam Clayton Powell.” They've 
heard that the irreverent gentle­ 
man from Harlem is planning to 
make a tour de farce (sic) 
right across the nation shortly. 
He may not wander into New 
York. But he could campaign 
for re . election at long-dis­ 
tance — from a score of stages 
in other big towns. For some 
weeks now one of his business 
advisers has been attempting 
to line up personal appearances 
for Adam and his "disciplines," 
a Bimini combo, in 11 cities 
stretching from Philadelphia to 
Seattle, via Detroit, Chicago, 
St. Louis and Los Angeles. 
If the itinerary for this senti­ 
mental journey can be com­ 
pleted (the boys on Broadway 
now call Adam Powell one of 
America's strongest 
box of­ 
fice appeals) there certainly 
would be a stand In this capital. 
Certainly he'll be back with 
his Congressional credentials 
after the April 11th Election 
Day - much to the delight of 
some of those who voted to 
oust him but now want his vote, 
his support, his rapier tongue 
in a battle he once won for them. 
This was a fight to stop labor 
from getting what it has wanted 
most from Congress for exactly 
20 years — repeal of the ban on 
common 
situs picketing. The 
law now prevents building and 
eon st ruction 
unions 
from 
picketing a big construction site 
on which many contractors are 
operating 
at the same time. 
TTius the plumbers, in a dispute 
with a single contractor re­ 
vamping Pad 34 of the Florida 
moonport, now cannot picket the 
space base since this might shut 
down the other contractors as 
well. 
To understand how vital this 
is to the labor movement it must 
be realized that the $96 billion 
building and construction busi­ 
ness is the nation's largest in­ 
dustry. 
And the AFL-CIO construc­ 
tion union 
bloc - 3,500,000 
strong - is the most Influential 
force inside labor. 
The ban on this sort of sec­ 
ondary picketing began in the 
Taft • Hartley law of 1947. 
In 20 years four presidents - 
Messrs. Truman, Elsenhower, 
Kennedy and Johnson — have 
backed labor's repeal drive. 
In this past 89th Congress, la­ 


bor was about to win. The re­ 
pealer was passed through by 
the House Rules Committee then 
chaired by "Judge ” Howard 
Smith of Virginia, hardly one of 
labor's bosom buddies. But to 
get to the floor the bill had to 
be handed in by the irascible 
Rev. Powell, then chairman of 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee. 
Instead, he bottled it up. 
He charged there just were 
not enough Negro workers in the 
building and construction un­ 
ions. 
He was in the political pres­ 
sure cooker - but he took the 
heat. The bill died. Many be­ 
lieve that’s where the revolt 
started which led Adam to self­ 
exile on his own carefully se­ 
lected Devil's Island. 
Now labor again is battling 
for what it claims is the same 
right to picket enjoyed by all 
other unions 
in other fields. 
The new repeal bill is HR 100, 
introduced by labor's 
good 
friend, 
Congressman 
Frank 
Thompson, D«NJ . 
Hearings on the bill to per­ 
mit common situs picketing are 
scheduled to start before the 
labor subcommittee during the 
first week in April. 
At the executive council ses­ 
sion of the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades Department in 
Bal Harbour, Fla., last month 
its ace lobbyist Walter Mason 
told his colleagues, "I believe 
we have the votes on both sides 
of the aisle which will pass a 
situs picketing bill." 
That's undoubtedly true 
— 
now. 
Adam has aggravated lots of 
people. 
But he still has his 
friends in the House or Sen­ 
ate - to which the repeal bill 
must go, of course, If it passes 
the House. 
If Adam does hit the hustings, 
his voice will be heard through­ 
out the land — and it won't ex­ 
actly have the tone of the turtle. 
Adam Powell will be orating as 
a layman and preaching as a 
reverend. He will be hitting such 
cities 
as Cleveland just as 
the 
construction controversy 
heats up. 
The hearings will run .. 
into April after the opening 
testimony, probably 
Labor 
Secretary Willard Wlrtz. And 
Adam Clayton Powell will be 
back in Congress then — if he 
wants to take his seat. 
And silence is not exactly 
his specialty. And he would have 
the biggest stage of all .. the 
House. 
So labor isn't over the hurdle 
yet.

POOR CHARLIE SA YSI 
WHAT TO DO ABOUT CRIME 
The first National Conference on Crime Con- 
tro, a two-day meeting, opens in Washington on 
Tuesday (March 28.) 
Crime over the past few years has acquired 
great political glamour. 
Mayors, governors, 
President Johnson himself are making much 
of the public worry over robbery, rape and mur­ 
der. 
Gov. Kirk of Florida has a private army against 
crime, and several other governors are leaning 
In that direction. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York City on March 8 promised that “the 
top priority of my administration this 
year 
has been given to the war against crime.’* 
Barry Coldwater early in the 1964 campaign 
found out that crime was about as dependable - 
and safe - a campaign issue as sin and mother­ 
hood. 
He rang all the organ stops on “crime 
in the streets.** 
Lyndon B. Johnson played down crime as an 
issue in 1964, but two years ago he created a 
blue-ribbon Commission on Law Enforcement 
and Administration of Justice. 
On its recom­ 
mendations the President based his program 
for crime prevention which he sent to Congress 
last Feb. 6. The measure, on which Senate and 
House hearings already have begun, anticipates 
federal grants in the next two years of $350 
million to help finance state and local crime 
programs. 
National attention is now- focused on a series 
of Supreme Court decisions setting forth the 
rights of persons accused of crime. The most 
recent and most hotly debated ruling of the 
series was handed down June 13, 1966 in Mi­ 
randa v. Arizona. 
To avoid violation of the 
Fifth Amendment privilege, the court stated; 
“ Prior to any questioning, the person must 
be warned that he has a right to remain silent, 
that any statement he does make may be used 
as evidence against him, and that he has a right 
to the presence of an attorney.** 
Police Commissioner Howard R. Leary 
of 
New York City on March 18 said recent court 
rulings designed to protect the rights of de­ 
fendants were “ restricting** the police. At­ 
torney Gen. Ramsey Clark, however, had told 
a House Judiciary subcommittee on March 15; 
H“ I don’t think court rules cause crimes. It’s

Presently, foreign fishermen 
are able to operate in the very 
months of some of our most 
important bays and harbors, and 
over 
grounds which our own 
fishermen 
have 
for years 
worked 
with utmost care 
to 
maintain a 
continuing 
good 
supply of marketable fish. In 
recent years, some foreign ves­ 
sels, most notably those of the 
Soviet Union, have been drag­ 
ging those grounds with nets so 
fine In mesh that hardly 
a 
minnow can get through. 
And 
according to U.S. 
fishermen 
who claim to have observed It, 
the Communists lack even the 
decency to throw the small ones 
back. 
After picking out the 
larger, edible fish, they dump 
all the rest In the hold to be 
ground up as fish meal 
or 
fertilizer. 
We don’t think It 
far-fetched to suggest that they 
may tx* deliberately trying to 
damage 
or destroy our 
off­ 
shore fishing grounds. 
In an ye ase, that’s what they’ve 
been doing. 
And the effects 


are 
already 
evident 
in 
diminishing 
annual hauls of 
such important 
seafoods 
as 
crabs, shrimp and 
salmon. 
Also, the big Soviet trawlers 
have time and again destroyed 
stationary equipment (set nets 
and traps) which U.S. fisher­ 
men use, Instead of trawlers, 
as part of the program to con­ 
serve the fish stock for coming 
years. 
While there’s certainly justi­ 
fication for a 12-mile zone In 
the interests of conservation 
alone, there 
may be 
some 
equally compelling 
reasons. 
For some of those Soviet Traw­ 
lers 
spend a lot of time in 
the mouths of some of our har­ 
bors where there are few lf 
any food fish to be caught. When 
fishermen far from home dip 
their nets and drop location 
markers where they know fish 
do not abound, there Is reason 
to wonder for what they are 
really fishing.

cent months by Defense Secre­ 
tary McNamara. The outstand­ 
ing example was his deactiva­ 
tion last December of some 750 
organized Army Reserve units, 
including all six 
combat di­ 
visions. This was done 
while 
Congress was exit of session 
and after the Senate Committee 
on Armed Forces had unani­ 
mously opposed such a move. 
The 
Defense 
S e c r e t a r y 
claimed that there was “ no mil­ 
itary requirement” for any of 
the abolished units. However, 
In subsequent hearings by the 
Senate 
Committee, 
military 
witnesses acknowledged 
that 
among those abolished were a 
“ number of units of the exact 
type listed on the requests of 
General 
Westmoreland 
for 
Vietnam, and which the Active 
Army 
had been and In some 
cases is unable to supply with­ 
ing the time frame required.” 
It appears that Mr. McNamara 
wants to maintain a sizeable 
force of trained reservists. But 
for some reason 
he doesn’t 
want organized reserve units, 
evidently preferring to call up 
Individual reservists 
to aug­ 
ment the regulars. Yet mili­ 
tary 
experience has demon­ 
strated that being a part of an 
established unit is a great fac­ 
tor In soldier morale, as well 
as combat team efficiency. That 
was one of the primary rea­ 
sons congress established or­ 
ganized reserve 
units In the 
first place. 
Possibly part of the problem 
stems from the Defense Sec­ 
retary’s own lack of military 
training or experience.

END OF THE “ GREAT 
SOCIETY” 
It has been reported 
that 
President Johnson has decided 
to drop the term “ Great So­ 
ciety” to describe his 
pro­ 
grams for expanding the powers 
and spending of the 
federal 
government. 
The accuracy of 
these reports is suggested by 
the omission of any reference 
to the “ Great Society” in the 
President’s 
1967 State of the 
Union message. 
Essentially the 
same pro­ 
grams to which President John­ 
son gave the “ Great Society” 
label 
had previously borne 
three other labels: New Deal, 
Fair Deal and New Frontier. 
President Eisenhower did not 
give them a label, 
but con­ 
tinued most of them neverthe­ 
less. The names have changed, 
but the 
drive which they de­ 
scribe has not. It is the drive 
toward full federal control of 
every aspect of American life. 
Each of the four specific slo­ 
gans used to make this push for 
power sound appealing to the 
voters has been associated with 
an individual President. 
No 
President has used more than 
one of them. 
So It marks a 
change for President Johnson to 
abandon his particular slogan 
and look for a new one. 
It 
could well mean that even the 
most appealing slogans are no 
longer so useful In selling a 
shoddy and dangerous product. 
In any case it is evident that 
the 
“ Great 
Society” slogan 
had become more a liability 
than an asset to the President. 
This Is especially encouraging 
to freedom-loving Americans 
because 
the “ Great Society” 
slogan was the most 
openly 
socialist of all. 
Perhaps the 
propagandists for big govern­ 
ment have realized that 
the 
country Is not ready for open 
socialism. 
In time and with 
education, Americans will re - 
ject .all Us disguised forms as 
well.

America and Cana­ 
da are the only countries that 
care for iced tea. 
The trees are on evergreens 
that grows best in the tropical 
climates of Ceylon and Java. 
They will grow in colder cli­ 
mates such as China or Japan 
but they are not as productive. 
Tea plants will grow as tall 
as a good sized tree but they 
are kept pruned to a height of 
about three feet. 
A good tea 
bush will yield after 10 years 
only a quarter of a pound 
of 
tea in a year. 
Only the 
bud 
and first two leaves of 
each 
branch is used for the finest 
tea. A Ceylonese woman, using 
both hands, can pick 60 pounds 
of tea in a day. 
When the processed tea leaves 
arrive in the United States they 
must be examined and graded 
by government inspectors be­ 
fore they are released to the 
American companies. 
After the tea is received at 
the American manufacturers it 
is again tested. Each company 
employs “ tea tasters’” that will 
blend the various teas until they 
have the best flavor. 
An ex­ 
pert “ tea taster” can tell hun­ 
dreds of teas apart by tasting 
them. 
He can tell which teas 
are mixed in every blend and 
where each was grown. After 
deciding on a blend the recipe 
is kept secret. 
For best results in 
brewing 
tea; 
Measure one teaspoon of tea 
or one tea bag for each cup 
of tea. 
pour the boiling water 
over the tea and let it steep 
or stand for three minutes - 
five minutes for stronger tea. 
Drink the tea hot or let it cool 
and add ice. 
Do not boll tea - 
it will be bitter and

and first two leaves of 
each 
branch is used for the finest I 
tea. A Ceylonese woman, using B 
both hands, can pick 60 pounds 
of tea in a day. 
When the processed tea leaves 
arriv e in the United States they 
m ust be examined and graded 
by government inspectors be­ 
fore they are rele ase d to the 
American com panies. 
After the tea is received at 
the American m anufacturers it 
is again tested. Each com pany 
employs “ tea ta s te rs ” * that will 
blend the various te as until they 
have the best flavor. 
An ex ­ 
p ert “ tea ta ste r” can te ll hun­ 
dreds of teas apart by tasting 
them. 
He can tell which teas 
a re mixed in every blend and 
where each was grown. 
A fter 
deciding on a blend the recipe 
is kept secret. 
F or best resu lts in 
brew ing 
tea; 
M easure one teaspoon of tea 
o r one tea bag for each cup 
of tea. 
Pour the boiling w ater 
over the tea and let it steep 
o r stand for three m inutes - 
five minutes for stro n g er tea. 
Drink the tea hot o r let it cool 
and add ice. 
Do not boll tea - 
it will be bitter and 
lose its 
tru e flavor.

Club Opposes 


Turnpike Bill 


ST. LOUIS - Senate bill 2, 
calling for establishment of 
a turnpike authority in Mis­ 
souri, does not meet the quali­ 
fications for a toll road law 
as required by Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes in his message to 
the 74th general assembly, ac­ 
cording to the Automobile Club 
of Missouri. 
In that address Jan. 4, 1967, 
the Governor said; 
“ I recommend to this general 
assembly that legislation 
be 
enacted to authorize the estab­ 
lishment of turnpikes and to 
place the economic burden of 
construction and maintenance 
directly upon those who use 
them and benefit by them.** 
In an appearance before the 
house roads and highways com­ 
mittee in Jefferson City, 
the 
Auto Club charged that; Senate 
bill 2, in its present form, does 
not fulfill those requirements 
because under the 
leasing 
provisions in this bill, gaso­ 
line tax and other highway user 


revenues paid by motorists who 
may never use a toll road, can 
be used to subsidize the 
toll 
facility.’* 
The Auto Club said it recog­ 
nizes the increasing 
highway 
needs in the state but added 
that there has been no evidence 
presented that toll roads are 
the best solution to 
current 
highway needs because 
no 
study has been made of alter­ 
natives to the toll road method. 
Senate bill 170 provides for a 
state tax study commission to 
study all fiscal operations 
of 
the state. The Auto Club pointed 
out that this could include 
a 
study of methods of financing 
highway construction. 
The AAA noted that Missouri 


maintains 32,000 miles of state 
highways, compared with only 
16,000 in Illinois and 15,000 
in New York. It was suggested 
by the Auto Club that a study 
should be made to determine 
why Missouri maintains 
such 
a 
disproportionately 
high 
amount of state highways on the 
lowest gasoline tax rate in the 
United States. In fact, the Auto 
Club called for 
a thorough 
study to be made of the entire

“ There is no justification,” 
charged the Auto club, “ for 
a Turnpike Authority to be given 
the power to set speed limits 
20 per cent higher than those 
existing on the free 
state 
highway system. Traffic cannot 
safely move at speeds 20 per 
cent higher on toll roads 
if 
those roadways are built to the 
same design standards as inter­ 
state highways which have 
a 
design speed of 70 miles per 
hour. 
The best evidence of 
this is found in statistics re­ 
cently released by the Inter­ 
national Bridge and Tunnel As­ 
sociation. 
According to their 
figures, the Kansas Turnpike, 
with an 80 mile-per-hour speed 
limit nas a fatality rate of 9.7 
persons killed per 100 million 
miles of travel, over 3 times 
greater 
than 
the 
national 
average of 2.8 for all turnpikes. 
Nor is there any justification 
for the provision permitting 
unlimited vehicle weights and 
dimensions on a toll road.”

session, Sgt. Hickman replied 
that some 
of the recovered 
goods were found abandoned

surrendered them, 
reporting that they had bought 
them from persons and were

Most of the items, except for

Pack Sedative Ability

fishermen have known for years 
what scientists are just now dis­ 
covering; a substance found in 
the green hulls of black wal­ 
nuts has Immobilizing qualities. 
For generations, crafty Mis­ 
souri anglers have put bags of 
the walnut hulls in streams and 
ponds to stun temporarily the 
fish, which then float to the top 
and are easily caught. 
Now 
pharmacologists at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri Medical Cen­ 
ter in Columbia have succeeded 
in isolating the element that acts 
as a mild sedative. 
Umesh C. Bhargava, an Indian 
student 
who is 
a 
Doctor of 
Philosophy 
candidate, 
con­ 
tinued 
investigations begun 
some time ago by the 
chair­ 
man of the department of phar­ 
macology, Dr. B. A. Westfall. 
After considerable study, Bhar­ 
gava was able to identify the 
mystery element. It is ellagic 
acid, which is common to many 
plants. It has been found, also, 
in hulls of cashew nuts, in guava 
fruit, beer, cognac spirits, and 
in small 
amounts 
in 
some 
French and German wines. 
Bhargava has found that 
re- 
research animals react to the 
compound much as the fish do to 
the walnut hulls. When Injected 
into mice, the ellagic acid pro­ 
duces sedation and musuclar in­ 
coordination. In albino rats it 
causes a fall in blood pressure 
with accompanying temporary 
increases then decreases 
in 
heart rate and respiration, from 
which 
the 
animals soon re­ 
cover. Ellagic acid also causes 
a mild analgesia and, 
given 
along with pentobarbital, 
in­ 
creases sleeping time. 
The reactions suggest possi­ 
ble commercial use of the new 
compound in the production of 
tranquilizers, Bhargava said.

HOFFA AND POWELL 
The hour finally arrived, and 
Jim niv Hoi'fa — undisputed rul­ 
e r of the T eam sters — went 
to jail. 
In the sam e period, 
Adam Clayton Powell, the Con­ 
gressm an 
from 
Harlem and 
playbody of the Baham as, 
was 
denied a seat in the U. S. House 
of R epresentatives. 
Both e v e n t s unquestionably 
proved a com fort to m illions of 
good 
citizens who have been 
deeply dism ayed at the offenses 
com m itted by Hoffa and Powell. 
The two men long seem ed 
to 
be above the law or any form 
of corrective action. For three 
y ea rs, Jim m y Hoffa stalled the 
p ro cesses of justice. He used 
every conceivable delaying tac­ 
tic to prevent paying his debt 
to society. As for Powell, he 
mocked the law, the Congress 
and the people of the United 
States. It is cry stal clear that 
he acted on the assum ption that 
he could not be brought to ac ­ 
count, that he was a one-man 
privileged sanctuary. 
F o r the tim e being, both men 
have received a jolt. Hoffa is 
behind bars. 
The only people 
he could hope to personally o r­ 
ganize are his fellow convicts 
in federal prison. Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell may act with 
his 
usual 
cockiness, but he 
no 
longer occupies a seat of pow­ 
e r on Capitol Hill. A m ericans 
can be thankful that 
he is no 
longer 
numbered among 
the 
law m akers. 
But the situation of 
both of­ 
fenders against society is such 
that the public can’t be entirely 
happy. 
Hoffa is no longer in 
the head office of the T eam sters 
Union, but he still ex erts power 
from a prison cell. The T eam ­ 
s te rs 
evidence no sham e 
at 
Hoffa’s conviction. N o risth ere 
any evidence that H offa-style 
rule of a union is about to d is­ 
appear. It is not only Hoffa the 
man who needs to be removed 
from circulation but the Hoffa 
philosophy of unionsim. 
The 
unions have yet to experience 
re a l dem ocracy. 
Union m em ­ 
b ers still are in the trip of 
powerful 
and 
ruthless union 
bosses who are true overlords. 
Powell’s will also continues 
to be m anifested in his home 
d istric t. 
Jam es 
M eredith’s 
hasty retirem ent from the field 
against Powell is evidence of the 
rem aining power of thepreach- 
er-politician-playboy. 
No one 
may ever know the extent of the 
p re ssu re s — even th reats — 
directed against M eredith whers 
he sought to run against Pow­ 
ell. 
As one w riter 
has said, 
H arlem will have a “ Russian 
election” and Powell will be r e ­ 
elected. 
The misguided people 
of 
his 
d istric t, who are in­ 
fatuated with his contempt 
of 
the public in terest, seem c e r­ 
tain to return him to W ashing­ 
ton. 
Again, C ongress will be 
duty bound to refuse to let him 
be seated. Powell’s presence in 
C ongress would 
be a stain on 
that body. 
Hoffa 
and Powell represent 
what the ancients referred to 
as “ kakistocracy,” or rule by 
the w orst. In the waning days 
of the Roman Republic, ru th ­ 
le ss 
opportunists, 
catering 
to the mobs, gained enorm ous 
power. They helped bring to an 
end one of the finest govern­ 
m ents in history. Hoffa 
and 
Powell likew ise rep resen t p e r­ 
nicious 
influences in A m eri­ 
can life. They stand for things 
which are utterly incompatible 
with free republican 
govern­ 
ment. 
Demagogy is a disease 
of free states, and cannot 
be 
tolerated. 
As in the case of 
many 
diseases, 
a perm anet 
cure involves as much reedu­ 
cation as m edication. 
F o r Hoffa, the courts have p ro ­ 
vided the right m edicine. The 
C ongress also furnished 
the 
needed medicine 
in 
Powell’s 
case. 
But continuing and a c ­ 
celerated education of the pub­ 
lic is needed to make the A m er­ 
ican people aw are of the polit­ 
ical and social evils that Hoffa 
and Powell stand for. 


Nations fall not so much be­ 
cause of a lack of 
m aterial 
m eans but because of a break­ 
down of m oral standards. 
An 
excessive 
tolerance 
toward 
destructive 
elem ents and fig­ 
u re s in a nation can ruin a r e ­ 
public as effectively as atomic 
bombs. 
The arrogant, above- 
the-law dictator — whether he 
be in a union office or a pul­ 


pit and political office -- is a 
th reat to the country and to the 
m ajesty of our government of 
law. 
Such a figure cannot be 
allowed to return to a position 
of authority. 
Hoffa in jail and Powell out of 
power is in the interest of all 
the people of the United States, 
including both the 
T eam ster 
m em bers and the residents of 
H arlem .

Long Calls for 
Better Prices 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
A new effort to “ provide the 
American farm er with decent 
prices and a decent income,” 
was advanced today by Senator 
Edward V. Long, D-Mo. 
He said the present farm pro­ 
gram had worked “ pretty well” 
but added: 
“ We have still not achieved 
the most important goal: parity 
of income for the family farm­ 
er. 
Farm prices are down 
again. Farm costs continue to 
rise. The farm er is caught in 
the 
middle 
with 
pulls 
and 
pushes from the consumer, the 
processor, 
the 
supermarket 
chains and the Federal budg­ 
et.” 
The senator spoke at the an­ 
nual meeting of the Central 
Electric Cooperative. 
With 
surpluses 
down, 
we 
must make new efforts to find 
a balance between surpluses 
and shortages,” he said. “ We 
simply must not permit the 
farm er 
to be exploited. He 
must have insurance against a 
drought this year or next year. 
Reserves would guarantee our 
nation’s security against the 
dangers of not enough food. Re­ 
serves would make sure that 
the 
consumer 
costs do not 
fluctuate too widely.” 
Senator Long said the future 
of rural Missouri depends a 
great deal on whether Congress 
votes to establish the Rural 
Electric Bank, a system to in­ 
sure that cooperatives will have 
enough money available for ex­ 
pansion. 
“ In Missouri alone, our rural 
electric coops are going to have 


to produce 1.8 billion kilowatt 
hours by 1971,” he said. “ This 
is 1-billion hours more than we 
produced last year. By 1980, 
just 13 years from now, Missou­ 
ri farm ers and rural residents 
will 
require two and a half 
times more kilowatt hours than 
rural electric coops are now 
able to produce.” 
He said the cooperatives are 
going to need 10 to 15 billion 
dollars in loan funds in another 
15 years. He added that there 
are too many demands on the 
taxpayer’s dollar to afford this 
billions of dollars increase for 
rural electrification. 
He added that this capital can 
be obtained on the open market 
through 
the 
Rural 
Electric 
Bank system.
